Just a little more hopeful,” the Sunday Mall quoted him as 
saying In an interview. 

Bowden and British lawyer Sir Elwyn Jones were sent 
her* by Prime Minister Harold Wilson to discuss the possi¬ 
bility of settling the crisis precipitated by Rhodesia's declara¬ 
tion of independence. 

Official sources said the talks have made progress only 
on “fringe Issues." 


TOKYO (UPI)—Typhoon Ida sent Its 8S-mile- 
an-hour winds and torrential rains whipping across 
the populous Tokyo area Sunday, killing at least 124 
persons and making thousands homeless. The storm 
sank four ships in Tokyo Bay, one of them a tanker 
with 21 crewmen aboard.

Government Has Failed 

T IE MOST DAMAGING of the economic factors 
facing Canada—and other Western powers as well 
—is the growth of inflationary pressures. All the 
danger signals have, been obvious now for at least a 
year, and practically the only remedial action taken 
so far at the government level has been a tightening 
of the monetary policy. 

Unfortunately tight money itself is not a perman¬ 
ent solution. It may not even be a temporary one 
because it could provide a cure that in its unpleasant- 
ness'rould be worse than the malady. 


The chairman and president of Canada’s oldest 
bank, G. Arnold Hart of the Bank of Montreal, this 
week has had the courage in an important speech in 
Quebec to tell the federal government and each of the 
ten provincial governments as well, just where they 
have failed the country in a time of need. 

Mr. Hart rightly claims that all governments in the 
past 12 months have known that Inflationary pressures 


were building up. Despite this the banker says they 
have put political expediency first and have been too 
timid In dealing with the situation.

Marriage 
‘ Death 9 
Sole 
Basis 
For 

Divorce ? 


LONDON (UPI) — The 
"death" of a marriage should 
be the only basis at divoroe. 

This is the main recommen¬ 
dation of a controversial new 
report designed to modernize 
Britain’s bitter and belabored 
divoroe laws. 

“Putting Asunder: A Divorce 
Law for Contemporary So¬ 
ciety* is the work of a group 
of Anglican lawyers, profes¬ 
sors, politicians and doctors 
appointed in January, 1964, by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Dr Michael Ramsey, to study 
Britain's divoroe structure.

Chairman of the group was 
Bishop of Exetei 1 . Dr. Robert 
Mortimer, the church's lead¬ 
ing spokesman on moral 
Issues. 

The report, to be debated at 
the Church of England Assem¬ 
bly, Nov. 7-11, states that in¬ 
stead of the present trial pro¬ 
cess, with one party accusing 
the toher of adultery, mental 
cruelty or desertion, a divorce 
case should be “analagous to 
a coroner’s inquest in that its 
object would be judicial in¬ 
quiry into the alleged fact and 
causes of the ‘death’ of a mar¬ 
riage.” 


This, Mortimer explained at 
s news conference, "would 
have the merit of showing di¬ 
vorce for what in essence it 
Is-not a reward for marital 
virtue on one side and a pen¬ 
alty for marital delinquency 
on the other: not a victory 
for one spouse and a reverse 
for the other; but a defeat for 
both . . . 

"An act of adultery, for in¬ 
stance, would no longer have 
to be regarded as an inde¬ 
pendent and self-sufficient rea¬ 
son for dissolving a marriage. 
Its inAport would be deter¬ 
mined by the part it had ac¬ 
tually played In the relation¬ 
ship between a man and a 
wife.”

It wouki be wise to 
test the soil by sowing a few radishes 
or other quick-growing seed# and see 
how toey fare before setting out any 
expensive plants or shrubs. 


GRAPES AXD PEACHES L.J., Sid¬ 
ney): I don’t know ot any visible sign 
or signal that will indicate when grapes 
are fully ripened. It is best to try a 
few from time to time and pick when 
the flavor pleases your particular 
palate. Some folks like the heavy »weet- 
.ness of a fully ripe grape; others find 
this cloying to the taste and prefer the 
sharper flavor of slightly under-ripe 
fruit. 

In the caae of peaches, red cheeks 
are not a very good indication of ripe¬ 
ness. It is beat to go by the shaded side 
of the peach, picking when the color 
changes from green to yeDow

HARVESTING ALMONDS (E.S., Vic¬ 
toria): The usual way of harvesting 
almonds is to wait until moat of the 
huHs have split, then knock them down 
wito king poles. The nuts are hulled 
by hand and are spread out In an airy, 
shaded place to dry thoroughly 

The beat varieties such as I.X.L. and 
Ne Plus Ultra are bred especially for 
easy sheHing. Nameless seedling trees 
are liable to produce nuts with very 
hard shells, and I’m afraid I can’t tell 
you of any easy way to get toe meats 
out. They may crack a little more clean¬ 
ly after they have been stosti for a 
while. *

TULIP DEPTH (A.E.U.,) Victoria: 
The depth of planting*is nothing like 
as critical for tulips as it Is with certain 
other bulbs — Miles, for instance. A 
pretty good rule of toumb is to cover 
them with a depth of soil equal to three 
times the diameter of the bulb, per¬ 
haps a little less on heavy clay soil, 
perhaps a little deeper in light, sandy 
loam. 

If you want your bulbs to split up and 
multiply rapidly, plant on the shallow 
side — say, about five inches deep — 
but In this case tbe bulbs should really 
be taken up every year and sorted 
out into blooming size and "splits." The 
blooming size blubs are replanted into 
the ornamental beds in the fall, and 
the splits are grown on to blooming 
lize In a nursery bed elsewhere.

Your idea of enriching the tuMp bed 
with peat moss or Blue Whale is good, 
but it should be dug in widely and mixed 
Intimately with the soil, not just placed 
in the bottom of each planting hole.

(B.C.S. 1964, chapter 2) 

Notice re 1967 Municipal and local school assessed 
values on residential property with up to three 
suites, or, housekeeping or sleeping rooms.

Ellen S pens id, whose father was the last of the 
original Soohe tribe and who was married to Johnny 
Charles of Soohe , sleeps in this quiet place. She is wall 
remembered by her daughter, Cecelia Joe , who lives 
today an the Old Esquimalt Reserve. She belongs to 
the Soohe tribe and she pronounces the word Soohe 
very differently, with a soft , musical slur ta it. Cecelia 
was bom in the year 1890 in a tent an the shores of 
Vashon Island in Puget Sound. Her parents w ere 
hurrying house from the hop picking across the bor¬ 
der.

British Columbia’s 
Park Under 
A Mountain 


T. W. PATERSON 


Discovered by prospector Henry 
Cody in the eorly 1890s, the vast 
network of caves that now bears 
his name has intrigued explorers 
to this day. But at last the natural 
wonder has been thrust beyond 
local recognition. If oil goes well, 
a few years may see Cody's Cave 
among our best-known attractions. 

But it has been an uphill struggle Few seem 
Id have shown interest in the cave until 1902, 
“when an ambitious examination was undertaken 
by a party consisting of George Findley, George 
Lineard, Clarence Herman, Rod and John 
Morrison and a hoy. David Hardie," subsequently 
given the romantic title, "the noble five." 

Six years later, three visitors managed to 
exr>)ore the entire upper galleries. They did not 
rranb the lower series, which were scouted by His 
Excellency Earl Grey s party. A/ter displaying 
•‘some daring as well as skill," the governor- 
general's group assailed the lower portion. The 
Intrepid expedition, including Sybil Grey, Lady 
Evelyn Grey and Hon. Miss Broderick, was 
disappointed, however, "as instead of oixmlng up 
Into a cavern as anticipated the chamber dined 
op alter 100 feet.” 

Cody's Cave tom seems to have been 
•ergotten, except by local inhabitants, until a

Clarence L. Hronek, 1385 Vista Heights, today 
is "unofficial" pretalent of the 10-member B.C. 
Ckve Hunter* Club. The 35-yaer-oH DVA hospital 
orderly find became Interested in speleology In 
late 1562, while vaoatkxdng an ihe prairies. An 
aunt had asked him about B.C. eaves, to wtsch 
Hranek innocently replied: “Cave*, what caves'’" 

But he promised, upon returning home, to 
toward a list of cave* in the province. It was 
when be found there was no such list — and. as 
far as snyone knew, no caves to list In the firs* 
place — that he decided to do some research of 
his own. “At first people thought I was nuts,” he 
admits wish a laugh, “but I persevered." 

"Four years ago I knew absolutely nothing 
about speleology and my equipment consisted of 
one flashlight!" 

Thus^lt waa he came to be a pioneer In a 
little-known and decidedly offbeat field. Although 
there are "about 20" societies to the country. B.C. 
Cave Hunters is the only such organisation In 
Western Canada. Its 10 members. Including three 
women, meet monthly and make regular field 
trips. In the pest few years, they have explored 
and charted more than 50 caves on Vancouver 
Island. This, despite the many who claimed there 
were none! Hronek has established a file of every 
cavern located with the Parks Department. 

Every expedition begins with exhaustive 
research. Members search old newspapers, the 
provincial archives, make interviews .. In the 
case of Cody’s Cave, Hronek first learned of ■ 
through Miss Alisea Bonn of the government 


travel bureau. However, he got off to a mtdar 
inauspicious start. 

He first tried reaching the area “by way of 
Revel stoke in the summer of 19C3, but missed tbs 
ferry by a half hour The next one did no! leave 
, until eight and a half houff^ Later With this. I ana 
very disaipointed ml resumed to tor coast." 

Hu next delay waa more than disappainttof 
— h was a I mow fatal. 

"On Jan. 16, 1964, while on my wsy to HccM 
take Wonder Caves, I rolled my car over, wMta 
ended up a total wreck. Due to this, I was unable 
to get to Cody's Cave that year.” 

If at first you don't succeed . .. Finally, to 
July of 1965, Hronek reached the osvs. 
Accompanied by four dub members; He 
intentions was to "map the cave, collect life and 
make general observations.” 

In the meantime, a Nelson group hod 
succeeded in totemtong toe parks branch of too 
department of recreation and conservation in tot 
cave. Accordingly, order-in-council No. 3221 
reserved the 155-acre site Ug !he general jiubta.

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afenoaptirre: It Is dark, damp and silent, the only 
aotasds Moor of yuur coveralls scraping rock, and 
your heavy breatlang ... at some points, only tha 
maoabre glow of a hand Sarah far company, pots 
thrust a flickeraig oamSe loin Me black imkaowa 
to check the air . .. mar don't get kart and sea'I 
oil man back at the amok lor a cool drink. 

Through the "hunch type,” Tmr flit Hah 
antranoe at ground level, you reach Me artaace 
■com — about 144 feet ham. MO Met wide and 10 
Met Uo.li JO feet below Me surface The roof 
and walls are of limestone and granite 
Intermixed, the floor la of roek rubble at boM 
ends with sandy soil l e ta w n. Near the artranee 
on your right aide, there ie a side room, about 
half the ngg of the one you're in. 

Proceeding in toe main entrance to Mis 
chamber, you will aee a small amount of animal 
droppings along the side wait, also down Me 
lowest wall. Here we found a fairly large ptooe of 
io*. 

Returning to the entr an ce r oom and proceed¬ 
ing to its end yon will see there aro two paseagrs 
forking to the toft and right. This is Me "twiiighC 
zone.” Looking to Me left of eotranoe room at Mb 
sid wall you 11 aee a quasrtty of big boulders 
have fallen. Three haw jammed and are hkinktog 
tha view to the small Edn and lee rooms. 

You can crawl under or over the ro ck s , hut 
please be careful not to (tisisdge Mem, na using 
Injury to yourself and others, or remodi king MM 
section at toe cove. 

The entrance to (he echo and lee room la at 
Min eakxte over mud and Is very slippery. 
Richards crawled as tar aa be could, but could 
not ants- the ice room, although he could aee a 
Dumber of "soda straws," and a Mbn layer of 
water an the oaiaite Boor which glsw Ms 
appears nee of Ice. hence Me name. He then 
eUrnbed to where he could aee into the echo roam. 
He ssw a p»**»»re on the kdt which he Misha to 
the chimney we saw in the entrance room. Due to 
Me thin ealcite. which waa very slippery, we 
dsfwred exploring this room as Mere were only 

two Of UR. 

Returning to Me entrance room, see pro¬ 
ceeded up the left jMtfwage, past Me twilight sane. 
This pass ive slopes upward and makes a left and 
sight turn. Only a yard wide and five feet high, 
this haft » about M feet long and 10 feet above 
Me entrance room level Walla and roof are at 
solid rock with a few calcite flows, the floor at 
mud. Then' la no echo here. Passing through a 
narrow hole at the end, you can stand up ottos 
snare. I 

This is the stalagmite room, approximately 13 
Beet long, 10 feet wide and seven feet high. There 
are a low soda straws here and one three-pointed 
stalagmite three feet high and three feet in 
diameter at the base. Here Me calcite flow on the 
floor is building up and covering a foot of Me 
atklagmiie’s base. 

A 65-foot-deep passage at Me end of Mia room 
to only two feet square. Crawling in, I had to 
remove my hand hat and take a lighted candle to 
check for lack of oxygen. The air was dear, but I 
wh unable to continue. Returning to Richards, he 
said he could bear every move I made while 
crawling, yet 1 had not heard him catitng me. 

Facing the waD we e nter ed we noticed ati 
animal s nest at ground level. To ite left Mere to 
a passage that slopes upwards then downwards 
and levels off to the vestibule room. About 12 feat 
tong, lour feet wide, it is trtgM feet high. Tha 
wafts and roof are ostioiie. Me Boor mud and Min 


caldte Thera are a lew soda straw*, “bacon 
strips" and belied tes, 

The mast impressive experience came when 
we stood abaci Me ly still; I could hear women’s 
voices far In tha distance. 1)111 so m ew h at 
haimting IMus Ion to oaused by wind biowing 
through Me many twisting passages. 
Pro ceeding left Into Me passage we had not 
entered, a moat impressive and photogenic part 
at Cody's Cave asms Into view. Tbfa la the throne 
room, and makes Me trip well worthwhile 

I to 421 square feet, sloping to Me left. 
Everywhere you look you can see s wide variety 
of cave formations: stalactites and stalagmites 
are intermingled with many, many soda straws 
and a few two-toot columns. Walls and roof are of 
os kite ripple formation with a thin layer of water 
on the Boor, giving Me appearance of an toe 
pond. 

As If all this Is not enough to complete Me 
scene of a winter fairyland, there are hetietites 
intermixed wMi the rest at the formations. These 
are very fragile and beautiful to behold- Mey 
defy tile laws of gravity. There Is also In the 
sotmd d| falling water below, which grows louder 
sn the right side at the room. 

Walking towards this end of the room, you 
will see a crawl passage. I found it impoasMIe not 
to break the soda straws when orawting into this 
passage and was only able to peneteate M feet as 
it narrow*, makes a left turn and slopes steeply 
downward. Returning to the throne room and 
proceeding to Its other end, you can see the 
caldte from Mis roam Bows an down to the 
bottom, (arming a gallery. Here you are standing 
at the top of the gallery and can also aee along 
way out and dewn Into space. Due to our lights 
not penetrating the desk void, it was very hard to 
estimate Me distance and depth of this vast 
expanse. 

We could now truly see why this is named the 
Mrone roam, aa here we feel we have reached the 
uppermost part of the cave. Richards pointed out 
the belief there is a waterfall below and a little 
post this room, or that this room could be 
suspended above (he waterfall. . . . Having 
explored this section, we returned to the entrance 
room, had a light snack and proceeded to the 
room containing several logs. 

Nearing this passage you will hear a waterfall 
again a* you pass the twilight zoup for the second 
time. You now come to the Cody Falls Room, 
whore there is a 35-foot drop-off. From here you 
can see the Upper and Lower Cody Falls. 

There Is a log brought in by previous 
explorers that spans this drop, and is safe to slide 
down to the other side. The Upper FaHs section of 
this room is about 14 feet long. 10 feet wide and 
10 feet high. Walls and roof are of limestone, the 
floor of bear limestone with a seasonal creek 
flewir^ through R. 

We then explored the Lower Falls. There Is 
an old log tedder which we used to get to the 
bottom. It and the ladder for Lhe Upper Falls are 
unsafe and should be replaced We were now 15 
feet below the top at the Lower FaHs. which is at 
banded limestone. This la the 186-foot-long Lower 
Cody Creek passage, which narrows until the roof 
and Door meet. There are a few small rock-foil 
type rooms off Me right side. 

WaHs and roof are of Jagged limestone with a 
few small oalcite areas; in one part there are a 
few heketites. The floor to gravel and Cody Creek 
flows the entire length of this passage then drains 
into s narrow gravel-filed passage that to the end 
of tins part of the oave. 


To prove this creek reappears outside tha 
mountain you would have to put dye in the water 
here and have someone on (tie outside Watch for 
k. However, It to IHegal to do so without a special 
permit from the department at fisheries, which 
will advise as to type anti amount at dye to ha 
used. 

Total length at passage and rooms from 
twilight zone to this point is 230 feet. We look 
temperature readings here and elsewhere in rtw 
cave, the average being 40 degrees for both U*s 
cave and water. 

Proceeding to Upper Cody Falls, we used 
another old log ladder to reach the top The 
entrance is four feet high; once through you can 
stand upright. At a glance you can see you are in 
a good-sized passage —220 feet long. 10 feet wide 
and 204eet high. Following the creek bed you will 
tint encounter a damp day and sandy ledge un 
the right, where you leave the creek and follow 
the ledge to a calcite flow gaHery on the left. 
Facing this you can see a few soda straws and 
bacon strips- This gallery leads back Toi the 
throne room, which we explored earlier, offering 
an alternate return route to the entrance. 

Continuing along the ledge we come to where 
Cody Creek disappears and we can descend to 
creek level. Here a large rockfall extends Tram 
right to left with a lower and upper entrance. 
Keep following the creek to where It appears 
from Me rockfall; the lower entrance Here we 
have to crawl 10 feet through cracks and space* 
In the boulders 

Coming to an area where you can sit up, you 
can see through the cracks that there is yet 
another room on the other sale. To your right is a 
wedge-type rock. Best way to cross this is to keep 
your head at Me high end and lay over the 
wedge, bringing one leg over ai a time. Once 
over, you aee the creek again ami will now have 
to lay full-length in it. crawling lor a feu feel to a 
small room approximately Id feet tong, and Ivulf 
as wide. Walk and roof are of limestone with a 
few smaH areas of calcite. the flogr of stream bed 
gravel with the creek. 

M the end of this room is a small passage 
where lhe creek flows through. Tlus is entered 
from the creek and brings you to the syphon — 
trail's end. Returning to the small room, you will 
notioe three rocks paled by previous explorers. 
Stepping on these you can get to a small dead-end 
room that is about 10 feet tong, five feet wide and 
five feet high Total length of passage* ami rooms 
to syphon is 1.010 feet: actually, the distance 
from cave entrance to syphon, in a straight line, 
to only 394 feet. 

Having finished mapping and taking progress 
snaps, which took us 12 hours, we returned to the 
truck tired but‘happy and bad a well-earned 
sleep. 

, Well-earned indeed. For it was thc_ pains¬ 
taking efforts of Victorians Hronek and Rich.!nHi 
that finally saw the vast Cody Cave system 
accurately surveyed after more than 80 years. 

Besides temperature readings and measure¬ 
ments, the underground trailblazcrs made oilier 
scientific studies. Samples ol animal droppings 
and nests were forwarded to the University of 
B.C. samples of rock to the department of mine* 
for analysis. This is routinge procedure of B.C. 
Cave Hunters m all caverns exploit'd. 

Three days later, Hronek returned with three

But a few weeks ago. something happened 
which changed al that.

Sites lor Vie new sawmills and jxdp mills 
were carefully sel e c te d near the southern end of 
the Parsnip River so tftat they wiU be near the 
water's edge when Vie new lake 
Is fanned. <The firms in¬ 
volved in fils development 
Intend to use tugs to pul] log 
booms dowm to the mil.) 


Pacific Great Eastern Railway officials also 
fy ve their eyes on this future lake They envuagv 
bargee loaded with PGE ears shuttling ore 
oonoentr&ttx across a water route to a PGE dock, 
wlwre the cars can be shunted southwards an 
tracks running Into the PGE terminal in North 
Vanoouver. 

This means that because of the dam on the 
Peace River and the recent PGE rail extension 
the dormant Rocky Mountain Trench might be 
opened within a few years to development of its 
mineral resource*. 

J. S. Broad bent, of Vanoouver. general 
manager of the PGE, eagerly anticipates the day 
when ids railroad becomes He* gateway to ttw 
Trench. 

He said to an Interview that 1.000 miles of 
shoreline will be accessible to the lake "which 
can provide a tranepartadon route to the 
railway -it's junt an extenasoa of the railway ta 
the form of wafer.”

Churchill Warnings Went Unheeded

This is the first volume of the former British 
prime minister's memoirs. It encompasses the period 
from 1914 to 1939. 

Whilst the whole content of this opening volume 
is fascinating for those who lived in Britain between 
the wars , to a Canadian interest will centre on the 
closing chapters. These deal with the Munich period 
and the drift to war. 

During the whole at tbk time 
Macmillan was a backbench MP 
But he was abo a oanatant 
companion at Eden and ChuroNfi 
and other rebel Tories. We are 
given, therefore, a- blow-by-blow 
account from ringside 

The picture of political life bodi 
tnwde and outside the House of 
Commons is graphically drawn by 
Macmillan who suooeeda in project¬ 
ing the "leeT of those hope Isas 
days.

A FREAK —Too Good to Be True

It's interesting to speculate how such an athlete 
as Hobey Baker would be treated by today's sports 
pages. As one who has had more than a nodding 
acquaintance with this section of journalism , the writer 
is afraid that Hobart Amory Hare Baker (Princeton , 
class of 1914) would be classed as a freak—too good 
to be true. 


’ Pro fe ssionalism has taken over In 
sports. Ihe concept to play for pay 
can go to ridiculous lengths. A 
college player who signs for a 
1700,006 pro football bonus can iko 
count on a four-column headline in 
any North American newspaper. 

- Athletic skills are. without any 
noticeable showing to conscience, 
traded for such things as university 
tuition, with books, room and board 
thrown in. 

Once, when questioned, a Cana¬ 
dian amateur golf champion ex¬ 
plained Why he sold his prizes: 
"Well, what else can you do with all 
those silver rose bowls and suit¬ 
cases*” 

Therefore. It seems impossible to 
explain the philosophy to Hobey 
Baker. Author John Davies, a 
history professor, makes a noble 
attempt in this book. 

Hctiey Baker is one to two 
Americans in Canada's Hockey HaU 
to Fame, yet he never played a 
game of professional hockey tai his 
life. 

He was killed In France just more 
than a month after Armistice, 
December. 1918, at the age of 26. 
Almost 50 years later much to his 
story has taken on Ihe aspects to a 
legend. 

Author .Davies tries to get some to 
the facts in hne.

An article by 9amrt Holland on 
prospecting and Mineral Develop¬ 
ment in Northern British Columbia, 
published by the Western Miner and 
OH Review In February, 1962. shows 
Ibe best areas tor proapeating'lie'in 
a belt which runs parallel to toe 
Trench, some 20 miles west of the 
Parsnip and Finley rivers. The belt 
la roughly 40 miles wide and extends 
in a northwesterly direction through 
Caoslar to the Yukon Territory 

In toe article, Mb-. Holland 
pointed out toat claims were absent 
or sparse at that time in Mountain 
Trench and oher parts of toe pro¬ 
vince, and he held out "only fair 


prospecting possibilities” In toe Fin¬ 
lay mountain range*. 

an he concluded his prospecting 
analyris with: 

"In summary It should be recog¬ 
nized to what extent established 
means of access or the possibilities 
and costs of providing access have 
Influenced prospecting and mine de¬ 
velopment in northern British Co¬ 
lumbia in the past and will continue 
to do so for some time. 

"Because at toe necessity in 
many parts to use aircraft far trans¬ 
portation, exploration is very 
largely dominated by a compare- 
tivety few exploration companies 
"Nevertheless unattached pros¬ 
pectors can continue to make sig¬ 
nificant new discoveries even in 
areas toss have been ‘gone over* 
previously.” 
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
